BUCHAREST, Nov. 13 — Two 
new earth shocks rocked Buch­ 
arest during the darkness of the 
night bringing new terror in the 
wake of Romania’s most devas­ 
tating earthquake in more than a 
century. 
* 
The temblors, both of strong in­ 
tensity. followed in quick succes­ 
sion and marked the ninth earth 
upheaval since the first disastrous 
shock on Sunday. 
With the first ^iep rumblings 
thousands rushed wildly into the 
streets and parks in order to get 
clear of the damaged and cracked 
buildings. 
Police soon restored order when 
it was loamed that the damage 
from the new quakes was only 
slight. 
With 
thousands 
homeless 
In 
devastated 
Romania, 
the 
new 
shocks came as government offi­ 
cials dispatched food, tents, and 
building materials to the wrecked 
villages and towns in the stricken 
areas. 
Rescue work was still being 
pressed and government spokes­ 
men reported that the complete 
death toll was unknown and that 
the total damage had not yet been 
estimated. It was indicated, how­ 
ever, that the toll would be less 
than the unofficial estimates of 2,- 
000 dead. 
In Bucharest, police published a 
list of residents of damaged apart­ 
ments and homes and sent out an 
appeal to relatives of victims to 
help identify bodies which have 
been recovered thus far.

taken to prevent looting in the 
capital. 
Police and soldiers have 
been authorized to shoot looters 
on sight. 
Building experts have ordered 
several buildings in the heart of 
the city evacuated because of 
damage. 
Thousands of residents 
have been asked to leave their 
apartments and homes pending a 
complete check of the damaged 
structures by architects and engi­ 
neers.

Yet in the best B ritish tra d i­ 
tion, the Jervis Bay turned about, 
laid down a sm oke screen enabling 
the 29 ships th a t escaped to sc a t­ 
ter for safety, and m et the Nazi 
raider w ith no q u a rte r given and 
none asked. 
Not until the Je rv is Bay be­ 
came a burning, sh attered and un­ 
tenable w reck did the suicide b a t­ 
tle end. 
The survivors were fi­ 
nally picked up by a Swedish ship 
in

turned his vessel back to the scene 
of the fight, likew ise risking ships 
and men, to save the crew of the 
Jervis Bay. 
The story of th a t battle which 
took place N ovem ber 5 w*as told 
as follow* by a senior surviving 
offic cr. 
“It was late in the afternoon 
wrhen we first sighted the w arship 
on the port side a t a distance, low 
on the horizon. 
It w as sunny and 
there w as quite good visibility. 
Convoy S cattered 
“A few m inutes la te r we sig h t­ 
ed her, she closed in and opened 
fire. 
The convoy w as ordered to 
scatter and Clapt. F egan sent the 
Jervis Bay off tow ard the enemy, 
“We turned aw ay from the con­ 
voy a t full speed and dropped a 
sm okescreen betw een the convoy 
and the w arship as we closed in. 
“E arly in the action we were 
struck and our steering gear w as 
dam aged hut we w ere still under 
way and kept tu rn in g tow ards 
him. 
“E arly in the action the forw ard 
guns of the Jerv is Bay were daVn- 
aged by the shellfire to such an 
extent th a t it w as im possible to 
fire them .

The date was set by retail mer­ 
chants at the Chamber of Com­ 
merce meeting in tile American 
Hotel Hurricane Tuesday evening, 
after 
they 
had 
discussed 
the 
merits of opening the season early. 
Reversing their decision of the 
last meeting. Chamber members 
voted to sponsor again a Christ­ 
mas parade as the opening day 
feature. 
A t their previous meet­ 
ing they had planned to discon­ 
tinue the parade this year because 
of the added expense, but after 
Tuesday night's discussion they 
decided 
a 
parade 
would bring 
more people to Circleville on the 
opening day to w arrant the added 
expense. 
They set $100 as the maximum 
amount to be used for parade ex­ 
penses this year, and President 
Irvin Kinsey appointed Dan Mc­ 
Clain, Jam es Yost 
and Harold 
Limbach as a parade committee. 
Mr. McClain, chairman of the 
Pumpkin Show parade commit­ 
tee, told Chamber members he be­ 
lieved several of the county school 
bands, wrhich played in Circleville 
during the Pumpkin Show, could 
be obtained. 
The committee will 
begin immediately to make fur­ 
ther plans for the event. 
Decorations planned 
Approximate cost for Christmas 
decorations this year will be about 
$375, Karl Mason, chairm an of the 
Retail Merchants Committee, es­ 
timated, last year’s type of dec­ 
oration again being used with 
slight modifications. 
Eighty-five 
Christm as 
trees 
will be erected along Court and 
Main Streets, with the decoration 
at Court and Main Streets again 
being used. 
M erchants hope the 
decorations can be erected by next 
Saturday. 
Mrs. Winifred Wallace has been 
employed by the Chamber to do 
the solicitation this year. 
She is 
expected to begin her drive for 
funds within the next few days. 
Pumpkin Show finances may 
not show a deficit this year. Rob­ 
ert Colville, treasurer of the So­ 
ciety, 
told 
Chamber 
members. 
Several departm ents have not yet 
turned in their expense accounts, 
however, and it is impossible to 
determine accurately the financial 
standing of the Society. 
Mack 
Parrett, secretary, said the Show 
this year cost approxim ately $7,- 
500, of which $2,257.30 was spent 
for premiums, $109 for judges and 
the rest for labor and miscellane­ 
ous expenses. 
Total amount taken In this year 


amounted 
to 
$5,680, 
Secretary 
P arrett 
pointed 
out. 
Of 
this 
amount $3,830 came from conces­ 
sions. $1,400 from donations and 
$450 for rides and shows. 
An ad­ 
ditional $1,300 is assured from the 
state Departm ent of Agriculture, 
Secretary P arrett said, the appro­ 
priation being obtained through 
the Pickaway County A gricultural 
Society. 
Decree Damaging? 
The non-gambling order, issued 
prior to the opening of this year’s 
show, was cited by Pumpkin Show 
directors as one of the causes for 
poor attendance this year. 
Bingo 
games at past shows brought ad­ 
ditional people to the Show and 
boosted the Show’s receipts, they 
said. 
Bad weather, m ilitary registra­ 
tion on the opening day of the 
show, mobilization of the National 
Guard, and the Infantile paralysis 
scare were among other item s 
cited as contributing to a reduced 
attendance and consequently to a 
deflated income. 
Not one of the 
concessions at the Show this year 
made money. Secretary P arrett 
said. 
The 25 4-H club members who 
participated in the fat stock sale 
will be guests at a Chamber of 
Commerce dinner m eeting early 
in December. The dinner will fol­ 
low the return of the three live­ 
stock show winners from the In­ 
ternational Livestock Exposition 
in Chicago, November 30 to De­ 
cember 7. 
The winners, Phillip 
Reichelderfer, Washington Town­ 
ship, possessor of the grand cham­ 
pion steer, Harold Hoover, Duvall, 
the prize Shorthorn steer,, and 
Robert Young, Harrison Township, 
the prize Hereford steer, will be 
invited to speak at the meeting.

Madrid, and a leader of the British 
appeasement group. 
Since November 5 these ideas 
are dead. ' But the motives behind 
them are extremely important. Br­ 
as much 
as they may crop up 
again, here is their background. 
Ever since H itler’s proposed in­ 
vasion of England was frustrated 
last September, 
Nazi diplomats 
have sent out feelers to the effect 
that Germany now had alm ost the 
entire continent 
of Europe 
and 
m ight be satisfied to drop the war, 
leaving England to 
stick to its 
own islands. 
Thif?. of course, would be an ex­ 
cellent set-up for Germany. Econ­ 
omically. she now has some of the 
wealthiest areas of Europe under 
her thumb, 
especially 
with 
the 
penetration 
of 
Romania. 
H er 
trading area, under the now re­ 
written map of Europe, is vast and 
wealthy. 
Hitler could well afford 
to sit tight for the time being and 
concentrate on the development of 
these new areas. 
Such a peace, of course, meets 
no response from the great m a­ 
jority of the British people, nor 
the Government, 
and absolutely 
none 
from 
W inston 
Churchill. 
However, it has been received fa­ 
vorably by 
the 
little 
group of 
“City” men (London’s Wall Street) 
which encouraged the Nazi invas­ 
ion 
of Czechoslovakia 
so 
they 
could get Czech factories, and who 
actually lent money to H itler after 
Munich. 


WALL STREET AND WILLKIE 
This group sees British factories 
blasted, argues that it will take 
months to rebuild them, and th at 
meanwhile British trade will lose 
out to the U.S.A. 
So this group 
has been encouraging the back­ 
stage peace feelers with Berlin, 
via Spain and Sweden. 
Furtherm ore, all diplomatic re­ 
ports indicate th at 
had Willkie 
been elected, 
this group would 
have launched a strong drive for 
appeasement. 
This does not nec­ 
essarily n\gan they would have had 
Willkie's blessing. 
But it 
does 
mean that Wall Street groups in 


the United 
tSates 
which think 
along exactly the same line as 
London’s “City” were all ready 
to cooperate in this drive and ex­ 
pected to get support from Willkie. 
In fact, some of the wisest wise­ 
acres in the Diplomatic Corps were 
cabling their government just be­ 
fore November 5 that an appease­ 
ment peace was certain if Roose­ 
velt were defeated. 
Latin 
American 
governments, 
whose weather vane is the United 
States and who study us with a 
microscope, actually were getting 
ready to warm up to Hitler. 
But 
since November 5, the effect is 
just the opposite. 
Now the diplo­ 
m ats 
are writing it down as cer­ 
tain that the United States will 
give increasing help to the British 
and there will be no appeasement. 
Note 
— However, help to the 
British will have to be on a much 
bigger scale than ever. 
For B rit­ 
ish shipping losses are mounting 
far higher than the censors will 
let the press cables admit. 


JOHNSON AND GINSBURG!! 
General Hugh Johnson’s closing 
campaign speech for Willkie in 
which he used Jewish dialect re­ 
sulted in more than 10,000 protests 
from radio listeners. 
But what most of the American 
public did not know was that when 
General Johnson cast reflection on 
Colonel Robert Gisburgh. he was 
being unfair to one of the finest 
officers in the U. S. Army. 
Colonel Ginsburgh comes from 
an old and a u to c ra tic family, His 
great-uncle, 
Baron 
Ginsburgh, 


built the 
Trans-Siberian railroad 
for the Czar of Russia. 
The Col­ 
onel is a W est Point graduate and 
field artillery 
officers 
who has 
served 
both 
Republicans 
and 
Democrats with equal brilliancy. 
He was aid to Secretary of W ar 
Pat Hurley, a Republican; later 
to Assistant Secretary Louis John­ 
son, a Democrat and now is a t­ 
tached to A ssistant Secretary P at­ 
terson, a Republican. 
Colonel Ginsburgh has a law de­ 
gree from Harvard, and if he has 
any accent—as insinuated by Gen­ 
eral Johnson—it is Harvard, not 
Jewish.
